RATES IN STATES 


Tax Removed: People Will 
Save Money 

Omaha. Neb., Jan. '3.—The Ameri¬ 
can people will save about 11,000,000 a 
day on freight and passenger rates 
during 1922, according to estimates 
made public at headquarters of the 
Union Pacific Railroad here. Rail¬ 
road officials estimate that the 
saving during 1922 will amount to 
3300,000,000. due to the reduction In 
rates and the removal of the war tax 
on freight bills and passenger tickets. 

F. W. Robinson, freight traffic 
manager of the Union Pacific system, 
estimates that the saving to the 
farmers on farm products shipped 
from points on that system alon* 
will total 33,906,570 in 1922. This 
amount, he said, does not Include a 
large number of reductions in rates 
made since the advances in August. 
1920. 


321 STOLEN AUTOS 
WERE RECOVERED IN 
YEAR IN TACOMA 

Tacoma, Jan. 3.—Automobile thieves 
are 62 cars ahead of the police, re¬ 
cords for 1921 showed to-day. 

There were 374 cars stolen here 
last year, of which 321 were recov¬ 
ered. The police also recovered 49 
curs for outside towns and cities. 
Valuation of the stolen cars were 
listed at $273,825, and that of those 
recovered was $230,425.

Quadruple Agreement Guar¬ 
antee of Peace 

Peace Desired by Australasian 
Peoples 

London. Jan. 3.—Premier Massey 
of New Zeulund, in his New Year’s 
message, in emphasizing the im¬ 
portance of peace for assisting the 
process of reconstruction, declures 
that results of the greatest im¬ 
portance from the Washington Con¬ 
ference are probable and that if an 
amicable quadruple agreement can he 
maintained, it will be the best 
guarantee of the peace of the world 
ever known, says a dispatch to The 
London Times from Wellington. 

"No nations have more to gain by 
peace than the young British Em¬ 
pire nations of the Pacific,” the 
Premier's message continues, “but 
whatever agreement is reached be¬ 
tween the present greut powers, none 
of their representatives think the 
world has seen the last war.” 

He warns against the Empire 
lapsing into absolute unpreparedness.

VOTERS' DESIRE. 

Torontonians Refuse Aider- 
men Salary Increase 

Toronto, Jan. 3.—In the election for 
the Board of Control In this city yes¬ 
terday. the chief feature was the bat¬ 
tle between ex-Controller A. Russell 
Nesbitt and ex-Controller W. I). Rob¬ 
bins, and the result of the struggle 
was not definitely known until early 
this morning. The final figures 
showed that Mr. Nesbitt nosed Mr. 
Robbins out by a majority of 131. 

The new Board of Control is com¬ 
prised of the following: Thomas Fos¬ 
ter, ex-M. P. for' East York and a 
former Controller of Toronto; Con¬ 
troller W. W. Hlltz, Controller Joseph 
M/ Gibbons and Former Controller Rus- 
f sell Nesbitt. Mr. Foster headed the 
poll by a vote of 23.376. 

A feature of the vote on the hydro- 
radial railway by-laws and to ques¬ 
tions as to increasing aldermen's sal- 
arles from $390 to $1,200 a year and 
paying $800 a year ^to the members 
of the Board of Education, who had 
not been in receipt of salaries, was 
that the salary question drew much 
larger votes than the more impor¬ 
tant question of the railways. While 
44,870 people voted on the aidermanic 
salary increase question and 48.888 on 
the question of paying trustees, only 
34,000 voted on the question of the 
acquirement the Toronto Suburban 
Railway.

Assures Service. 

There is one fact that I might add 
at this time. The company has de¬ 
finitely decided that, come what may, 
the award of the Board of Concilia¬ 
tion will bo carried out by us, and 
whatever difficulties may arise, wo 
shall give Victoria a street car ser¬ 
vice. 

"We have no doubt whatever as to 
what will be the result of the vote 
now being registered by the employ¬ 
ees. All the information we have 
been able to gather, and also that 
voluntarily tendered to us shows 
that the steady men with homes and 
permanent interests in the commun- 
j ity will support acceptance of the 
award. We are, therefore, making 
absolutely no preparations for any 
fight whatever, leaving that matter 
to he dealt with summarily in the 
remote contingency of an adverse 
vote being registered. 

“Of course, in that case there will 
naturally be considerable inconveni¬ 
ence to the general public for a few 
days, but I repeat, we shall adhere to 
the award, and we will give the pub¬ 
lic a car service." 

Against 8trike. 

Voting among the Victoria district 
employees of the street car system? 
started this morning and according 
to those men watching the balloting 
is strongly negative to any strike 
being instituted.

paratively new Northern mining sec¬ 
tion. 

Matal Markets Bad. 

"During most of last year, and still 
in marked degree, world conditions 
from the viewpoint of the metallif¬ 
erous mining has been unsatisfactory. 
Europe, which consumes the grenter 
proportion of the world's copper pro¬ 
duct. has been unable to buy the 
metals of America and, as a result 
the largest producers of copper in 
the world reduced their output to 
about 20 per cent, of normal. 

"Much the same has applied to lead 
and zinc. 

"These facts remembered, it is 
the more remarkable, and gratifying, 
that the 1921 production of lead is es¬ 
timated to be 3,668.782 lbs. greater 
than in 1920, the figures being: 1920, 
39.331,218 lbs.; 1921, 43,000.000 lbs.; 
that zinc will drop in volume only 
about 2.208,268 lbs. in comparison 
with the records of the previous year; 
and that even in copper, for which 
there was little or no market, the de¬ 
crease was not greater than approxi¬ 
mately 10.607.676 lbs."

Documents 
purporting to show that France and 
Japan had entered into such an 
agreement were made public in 
Washington last Saturday by a dele¬ 
gation from the Far Eastern Re¬ 
public. 

In its denial the French Ministry 
of Foreign Affairs quoted the letter 
to Secretary of State Hughes from M. 
Sarraut, head of the French delega¬ 
tion In Washington, and declared; 

"The documents produced have 
been forged out of whole cloth.** 


Nothing About Resignation at 
Present 

Attorney-General Sticks to 
Private Practice Plans 

Hon. J. W. de B. Farris arrived in 
Victoria this morning after an ab¬ 
sence of a month in the East. The 
Attorney-General reached Vancouver 
yesterday morning. Mrs. Farris went 
over from Victoria to meet him. 

Shortly after his arrival at the 
Parliament Buildings here to-day he 
went to the office of Premier Oliver 
where he talked with the Premier 
until afternoon. A. D. Paterson. M. 
P. P., of Delta joined them after a 
while. 

After the conference Mr. Farris 
said that the question of his resig¬ 
nation had not been discussed at all, 
as there were so many other things 
to talk over. He explained that with 
the Premier he wanted to discuss the 
matter fully at leisure. Until they 
had a chance to do this he would have 
nothing to say. After the meeting 
a full statement would be issued to 
the newspapers, the Attorney-Gen¬ 
eral said. 

The Premier, after the meeting, 
said that the conference between 
himself and Mr. Farris might be con¬ 
tinued this afternoon if opportunity 
arose. 

Denies Report. 

Mr. Farris declared that there was 
nothing in the story telegraphed from 
Ottawa while he was there to the 
effect that ho was seeking and had 
the chances of getting a Judgeship 
on the Supreme Court bench of Brit¬ 
ish Columbia. 

"It was not discussed,” said Mr. 
Farris. 

He went on to say that his inten- 
lion w’as to return to private practice 
in Vancouver because of the oppor¬ 
tunities offered there. 

In Ottawa he represented the Pro¬ 
vince in its case before the Exchequer 
Court against the taxation of pro¬ 
vincial liquors by the Dominion Gov¬ 
ernment. He also appeared before the 
Supreme Court in the claim of the 
ITovince to the power to restrict the 
••mployment of Japanese in British 
Columbia. 

Liquor Taxation. 

Mr. Farris, besides appearing In the 
Exchequer Court made another effort 
to see if there could not be & reduc- ' 
tion on the Dominion taxation In li¬ 
quor handled by the Liquor Control 
Board here, as the heavy taxation 
was really discrimination against this 
Province, as one of the two Provinces j 
handling liquor. 

On his arrival in Vancouver yes¬ 
terday Mr. Farris was greeted by 
Vancouver Liberals who have been 
honoring Mr. Farris In resolutions 
since the announcement of his resig¬ 
nation was made. 

Mr. Farris accepted their invita¬ 
tion to a banquet on Thursday night. 

Premier Oliver will go to Vancou¬ 
ver to attend this dinner. All the 
other ministers of the Government 
have been invited and are expected 
to attend. 

The Hon J. H. King, Minister of 
Public Works, and Mrs. King, w’ho 
accompanied Mr. Farris West from 
Ottawa, left him in th^ Interior to 
visit Dr. King's constituency of 
Cranbrook. Dr. King is expected to 
reach Victoria on Saturday.

On one side it will bear the 
impression of a crowned effigy of 
King George, consisting of head and 
bust, wearing the royal robes and 
looking to the left, with the inscrip¬ 
tion "Georgius V Del Gra: Rex Et 
Ind: Imp: 

On the other side it will bear this 
impression: In centre a figure 5. 

with the word ’ Five" on the left and 
the word "Cents" on the right; and 
hearing the word "Canada” above 
and two maple leaves over the date 
of issue below. 

The Canadian nickel will approx¬ 
imate the size of the American nickel.

State; Narcotic Evil 

Seattle. Jon. 3. — Recommendation 
that he further the fight for an ade¬ 
quate statute to cope with the nar¬ 
cotic situation, has been laid before 
Governor i/ouis 1\ llart in the annual 
report of Prosecutor Malcolm Doug- 
las, which emphasizes the pressing 
need for such a law in Washington 
State. 

The report showed that seven men 
were charged with murder in the first 
degree during 1921. Of these, six 
were convicted, four being sentenced 
to life Imprisonment and two to 
death. In addition to the one acquit¬ 
tal reported was tho case of Madge 
Ann Sawyer, who was charged under 
a previous administration. Her trial 
resulted in acquittal. 

The number of informations filed 
in 1921 was 565; in 1920 only 374 were 
filed- In Justice Court. 2,770 com¬ 
plaints were sworn to as against 
2.445 in 1920. 

Vigorous Prosecutions 

"A vigorous policy of prosecuting 
liquor law violators resulted in 315 
cases being filed in 1921 as compared 
with 155 coses in 1920,” the report 
read."

Coal Oil Explosion Believed to 
Have Caused Gutting of 
Thornton Home 

Duncan. Jan. 3.—One man was 
badly burned and his home gutted 
as the result of a fire which occurred 
yesterday afternoon. Shortly before 
five o'clock clouds of black smoke 
were observed issuing from the>home 
of Mr. and Mrs. Thornton, who oc¬ 
cupy rooms over Corfield’s Garage, 
opposite the Cowlchan Merchants' 
Association premises. The alarm was 
given and the fire department re¬ 
sponded with commendable celerity, 
but despite their efforts the apart¬ 
ment was gutted. 

Fortunately the conflagration was 
confined to the scene of its origin 
and the garage was undamaged. 
Willing onlookers rescued a number 
of cars stored in the garage 
premises, thus preventing their dam¬ 
age. 

While the cause of the fire Is not 
definitely known, it is supposed to 
be due to an explosion of coal oil, in 
which Mr. Thornton was badly burned 
about the legs. He is now m patient 
at the Duncan Hospital. His injuries, 
though painful, are not likely to prove 
fatal.

tainment—the Italian opera, over 
which Handel grandly lorded it. The 
score was a compound of songs popu¬ 
lar in sireet, tavern and brothel, and 
was considered very shocking in¬ 
deed. Some of these wye old folk 
airs from English. Scottish and Irish 
sources; others were ditties of th® 
moment, the authorship of which is 
forgotten to-day, while composers of 
such repute and standing as Purcell, 
Dr. Arne and Handel were drawn 
upon for the rest—the last named 
represented by the march from his 
opera “Rlnaldo." The Beggar's Opera 
was first produced by one John Rich 
after many rejections at the hands of 
several theatre managers at Lincoln's 
Inn Fields Theatre. January 29, 1728, 
Its success was decisive and only 
paralleled by the triumphs of "Pina¬ 
fore" a century and a half later. It 
"made Gay rich and Rich gay." It 
ran for slxty-two nights during the | 
season and immediately afterwards ; 
played all over the British Isles and 
even in the island of Minorca. By 
the time it reached its thirty-sixth 
performance Rich had netted nearly 
41 4.000, while Clay's four "author’s 
nights” produced him £693 13s. 6d. 
Its pa rod is tic thrusts almost killed 
the vogue of Italian opera in London 
and Handel found himself a consider¬ 
able loser thereby. It became the 
parent of that essentially British In¬ 
stitution, the ballad opera, which had 
its later developments in the "Bo¬ 
hemian Girl" and other works of 
Balfe and Wallace. It contained also 
the literary and musical germs of the 
later masterpieces of Gilbert and Sul¬ 
livan. 

It was almost continuously “on the 
boards” for a period of 170 years, 
and with each revival it was a con¬ 
spicuous success. In 1751 It was 
brought to America and ranked In 
high favor with American audlenc.es 
and establishing the fact that It was 
the first musical comedy to be pro¬ 
duced in the United States. It 
tnado John Gay immortal and was 
Washington's favorite play. It won 
the mob from the spell of the mighty 
Garrick and gave John Rich the 
wealth with which he made Oovent 
Garden the home of English panto¬ 
mime. Like Sheridan's "School for 
I Scandal."

Opposition. 

Arthur O’Connor, deputy for South 
Kildare, the Dail "Minister of Agri¬ 
culture," and an oponent of the 
treaty, was the first speaker at to¬ 
day's session. Ho argued that those 
outside "howling at the Dail to sup¬ 
port the treaty” were men who had 
never done anything for the country.

Michael Collins Interrupted the 
speaker at this point. 

"The farmers have a right to 
speak. Their houses have been 
burned all over the country," he 
angrily exclaimed. 

O’Connor replied that many of 
those who had passed resolutions 
were not farmers. 

The extent of the step Ireland was 
to take was less Important than Its 
direction, continued O'Connor. 

Unionists. 

He would like to know what the 
head of the delegation In London had 
promised the Southern Unionists, in¬ 
terjected Arthur Griffith. 

If it only meant "fair play,” con¬ 
tinued O’Connor, nobody would ob¬ 
ject, but if It meant placing Southern 
Unionists in place and power, then 
the Irish people would not stand 
for it.

"Where do your constituents come 
in?" one of the deputies asked. 

O’Connor replied that if his con¬ 
stituents might have changed their 
minds, he had not, but he believed the 
heart of the people had not changed 
and that It was misrepresented by the 
resolutions of public bodies and 
farmer associations.

Countess Markiewiez, the next 
speaker, opposed the treaty, con¬ 
demning the clauses of the document 
dealing with arrangements for a 
Provisional Government and the 
method of ratifying the pact.

Colds, influenza, pneumonia, and 
other complaints often assume tha 
proportions of mild epidemics in this 
country during the Winter months. 

If you want to keep fit during the 
coming Winter, the time to start your 
preparations is not when every other 
person is coughing and sneezing, but 
now. 

The road to fitness can be indicated 
in four words—fresh air and exercise. 
To keep fit you should devote ten 
minutes night and morning to simple 
exercises designed to keep the mus¬ 
cles supple and the wholj body in 
condition. When possible you should 
supplement this by walking at least 
two miles every day. 

Early Mprning Exercises. 

The exercises need only be simple 
affairs. For instance, before putting 
your collar on in the morning, spend 
a few minutes before an open window 
(weather permitting) Inhaling deep 
breaths of the fresh air. Then walk- 
round the room once or twice on all 
fours. Follow this by supporting 
your body by arms and feet in a raised 
position. Then lower the body slowly 
until you touch the ground. Repeat 
this half-a-dozen times. 

Another good exercise for people 
who want to keep fit la to practise 
ordinary- swimming strokes whilst 
lying on the floor of on a bed.—Tlt- 
Bita.

The old-fashioned clay pipe, which j 
was thrown aside during the war i 
:s coming into its own again, and j 
manufacturers are turning out the! 
working man's "boon companion” in j 
large number*. 

One reason why the demand is j 
growing was given by Henry Fisher, 
of ricrkenwell, who still carries on 
the pipe business established by his 
grandfather 100 years ago. In his 
opinion, the dnv* are returning when 
"clays’’ will again be free gift* in 
public-houses. 

The process Mr. Fisher adopts fop 
manfuacturlng the pipes is exactly 
the same as that practised 100 years 
ago. The clay comes from South' 
Devon and Dorset, and the pipes are 
roughly modelled bv hand and finish¬ 
ed in n metal mould. 

The business is one of seven chart¬ 
ered trades, and is described in old 
documents at the nulldhall as “the 
ort and mystery of tobacco pipe 
making.” 

Curious Customs. 

At one time, well within the mem¬ 
ory of Mr. Fisher, it was the prac¬ 
tice of the Beadle to visit clay pipe 
makers occasionally nnd, if neces¬ 
sary. warn off anybody engaged in 
the "mystery’’ who was not registered 
as qualified. 

Those were the days when a would- 
be pipe maker had to sene an ap¬ 
prenticeship of seven years beforr 
lie was considered sufficiently adept 
to practise the art. 

The only exception was in the ensr 
of a son of a manufacturer of the 
articles, who was presumed to know 
all about It nnd was allowed to start 
pipe making on his own account 
without going through the long years 
of training. 

One benefit of the “clay," as Mr 
BrRnsby Williams, the actor, declares 
in one of his impersonation*, is that 
if it is dropped it need not be picked 
up against!—Tit-Bit*.
